.East_has lately been translated into English, 
and Mr. J. D. Rees, whom Madras has reason 
to remember with liking, has culled from it, 
in an article in the Fortnightly, some of the 
ine flowers of Princo Oukhtomaky's exuberant 
disfavour towards everything that is British.
